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SOCIETY IN THE SOUTH. 


The General' and Deepseated Dis- 


regard for life. 


While it cannot be doubted that the 


people of the Southern States are warm- 
hearted, generous, and brave, it must at 
the same time be apparent to every ob- 
servant and, unprejudiced visitor who 
travels among them that they do not 
properly value or respect human life. I 
have frequently spoken with leading 
men in different sections upon this sub- 
ject, and while discussing murder in the 
abstract, they seem to deprecate it as 
much as do tho people of the law-abid- 
ing European countries. Notwithstand- 
ing many declarations to the contrary, 
however, I ani convinced that inui-der is 
only regarded as horrible when commit- 
ted bv a stranger or lor robbery. When 
a well-known member of the commu- 
nity is implicated in the criir.c, many 
eiouses are at once found for him : you 
are told that he did it in self-defense, 
that ha was in fear of his life, or that he 
had been insulted. 
Even refined and 


delicate ladies, members of churches m 
good standing, may frequently be heard; 
defending the action of a man who, in 
localities where the laws are enfoiced, 


t have been hanged for his crimes.

In Georgia and Alabama, at least m that 
sectiop. borderiug on th<> Oimttahoocheo 
Eiveri; 'it is not usual to keep a white 
murderer confined w jail. In proof of 
this sitiiitfing allegation, I may stijje that 
dnric"" tho past eighteen months four- 
teen white, meu have been murdered in 
the neighborhood,, of Columbus. 
In 


every instance the murderer was almost 
immediately released oil bail varying 
from $1.00 to $5,000, the amount of the 
bail '-Jwipg graded,'. not according to 
the*1 eliorinity of the crime, 1>nt to 
the nbility of the murderer or his 
irienda to giva security. . The result 
of this fearfully lax system is, that men 
who do not deny having taken tue 
life of a human being are allowed to 
sreely mingle with their former compan- 
ions, to go into society, to influence of- 
ficers of the law, work upon the minds 
of probable jurors, create personal sym- 
pathy bythuir own representation, and 
cause Hie dead to be" forgotten. Of the 
fourteen murderers I have mentioned, 
only six were brought to trial, and in 
every instance it was only after a long 
time had elapsed, and when packed ju- 
ries and venal judges had already de- 
cided tte legal innocence of the crim- 
inals. Under these circumstances, how 
is it possible for the people to have a 
proper Xeeliflg of horror when a man is 
tilled? Here in Columbus I have seen 
three acknowledged murderers walking 
about the streets, smiled at by women 
and kindly greeted by the best men in 
tho place. The citizens transact busi- 
ness with murderers, associate intimate- 
ly with them, introduce them to their 
friend!, Jako them, into their,families, 
and, in some instances, display a kind 
of abnormal pride in assuring strasgers 
that such a wan "has nerve," and that 
be has "killed his man." I have more 
than onca beeu forced into the belief 
that to have shot a man was to be hon- 
ored, and not forever terribly disgraced. 
Many Southern people who read this 
•will doubtless ba more or less indignant, 
but they mast know, nnd'I will shortly 
prove, that the statements made are true 
in every particular.

SLIGHT OFFJESSE. 


In Georgia and Alabama robbery is 


looked upon as a terrible crime, but 
from neither the administration nor the 
laws, nor expression of public sentiment, 
can it be inferred that murder is so re- 
garded. Murders committed for the sake 
of gain are, as a. rule, the acts of desper- 
ate and idle negroes. Snob criminals 
are always punished to the full extent of 
the law. The white criminals who, as 
has been stated, are seldom punished, 
cannot urge in extenuation of their 
offense that they were starving or that 
their wives and children were in want, 
for some fancied wrong they shoot 
down their victim, respecting neither 
gray hairs nor the ties of friendship. 
It is not unusual here for some desper-, 
ado who pretends to think be has been I 
insulted, to send word to a man that he 
will 'shoot him on sight, and then seeh- 
inc out his victim, who will, of course, ] 
be armed, send a"ball through his brain, 
and claiming that as tlw man hnd a. 
pistol on his person the deed was done 
m self-defence, bo declared not guilty 
by a jury oi men who ore, indeed, hw 
peers. Mention has been made of how 
lightly murder is spoken of, and how 
kindly murderers are treated; at the 
fame time I must not forget to state 
that the people speak with the same 
- - • 
of murders that are about 


tnpen. I have frequently heard a 


panv of youbjf wen discussing the merits 
if some affront which had been put upon 
one oi their number, and advising bim 
in all seriousness to "blow the top of tho 
rascal's head off," or to "cut out his 
heart." This, adTOB wag given m the 
same tone that a New York, rough would 
•use when counseling a friend to put n 
head" on an enemy, or to "mash the 
nose off his face." 
The inhabitants of 


thirpart of'the South. «s a class, are 
not a reading* people, and for the last 
fourteen years they have not often 
traveled out of their own State. ' la con- 
sequen.e of this, many of the more ig- 
norant among them imagine and freely 
state that they have a species of civiliza 
tiom peculiar to themselves. There can 
be no doubt that this idea is n correct 
one; the misfortune is, however, that 
the people believe the "peculiar civiliza- 
ticuilUo be in advance of the rest of the 
world. 
It is, iu truth, a species of bar- 


barism and pseudo-chivalry which re- 
presents tho worst features of the Mid- 
dle 'Ages.. Wits railroads, many lines ol 
telegraph, innumerable churches, good 
postal facilities, and numerous public 
journals, it is to be wondered at that 
this state of-«ociety e'asts. The wonder 
will cease whan it is stated that the 
Southern pulpit is ever silent in regard 
to the crimes of the people, teaches few 


lessons thufc may bo of use to-d»y, anil 
deals mainly with doojmntie theology. 


The pioss, too, is in most cnseo dumb 


from ignorance, fear of losing populari- 
ty, or the real cause may bo that South- 
ern editors are Southern men and repre- 
sent the "chivalry" of which I have 
spoken. Some days itgo, vlnlo m con- 
versation with one of the best-known 
ami purest public men o£ Georgia, he 
admitted the truth of everything that 
has been said above, ami I asked him 
what, in his opinion, had brought about 
the condition of society described. He 
answered substantially aa follows: "I 
am a Southern man, and was a slave- 
holder, but 1 cannot help thinking that 
our slave fybtciu. under which the 
life of a negro could bo paid for in 
dollars and cents, led -many of our peo- 
ple to value all life by the same stand- 
ard; at the same tune it made them im- 
patient, cnibty and very arrogant. It 
demoralized nearly all classes,, made la- 
bor dishonorable, gave young men an 
iibundsnco of idlo time, which was sjjent 
in dissipation. The gentleman might 
hate added that from the system men- 
tioned the young men also derived a good 
deul of f also pride and many fals-e notioni 
of honor, to defend which they never 
counted the cost 
They never imagined

fancied "or slight insult by killing is to 
commit a crime.—A". }'.
